SunjECT: Array Communications Plans in Connection with the Defense of 
Europo in Event of Emergency 


1. Lt. Colonel A. 0. MoLano of the Army Communications Service, Opera- 
tions and Planning Section, approaohed this offioe in connection with the 
European Defense Signal Plan, prepared at EUCCM and submitted to a ^oint 
panel in Washington for approval. He stated that ho had been authorized 
by the Army to coordinate one detail of the plan with CIA which involves 
the discontinuance of communications to the following areas in tho event 
of an emergency*

Colonel Me Lane stated that representatives of -the Amy, Navy, and Air 
Fores have agreed that, in the event of a serious emergency, military 
communications to the above areas would be immediately discontinued. The 
matter had apparently been discussed with Department of State represen- 
tatives who indicated that the first three stations were involved in a 
Department of State evacuation plan and that State was attempting to 
establish non-military communications for these posts for the duration 
of the evacuation period. 

2, Colonel MoLane would like a statement from CIA as to whether or 
not CIA plans to establish emergency communications to any of the eight 
posts listed above. He intends to include as much information as possible 
from other Government agencies regarding their plans, if any, for communi- 
cations with the places listed above at the time that present Army facilities 
are withdrawn. 


3. Incidental to the above. Colonel McLane mentiqned that the follow- 
ing would be included in the list of stations where military oommunications 
would continue to be available*
